Recent  Travel 
Experiences 
Related  by  Lee 

“I  walked  today  with  my  sweet 
companion  where  Jesus  walked 
and  we  felt  his  presence  there.” 

Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  paraphrased  the 
familiar  hymn  in  describing  his 
recent  trip  to  the  Holy  Land  at 
the  Wednesday  devotional  assem. 
bly. 

Elder  Lee  toured  the  South  Af- 
rican mission  and  traveled 
through  Egypt  and  the  Holy 
Land  and  a few  European  coun- 
tries. T^e  entire  journey  cover- 
ed 38,000  miles. 

Speaking  of  the  Holy  Land,  he 
said,  “For  three  glorious  days 
we  walked  on  sacred  ground.” 

“In  our  mind’s  eye  the  sheep 
still  grazed  on  hillsides  where 
the  shepherds  prayed  and  in  the 
Church  of  Nativity  the  grotto 
seemed  to  be  a .sacred  place,”  he 
said  speaking  of  a trip  to  Beth- 
lehem. 

He  told  of  seeing  the  Mount  of 
Olives,  Jordan  River,  Calvary, 
and  the  Hall  of  Judgment.  El- 
der Lee  stated  that  many  of  the 
places  and  descriptions  of  ev- 
ents In  Chrwt’s  life  as  told  by  the 
guides  do  not  correlate  with  the 
scriptures. 

He  cited  specifically  the  tomb 
where  Christ  was  taken  follow- 
ing the  crucifixion.  The  guide 
pointed  it  out  as  being  within 
the  gates  of  Jerusalem  and  as 
an  after-thought  took  the  trav- 
Jelers  to  the  Farden  Tomb— out- 
side the  gates. 

“Something  seemed  to  impress 
us  that  this  was  the  holiest  place 
of  all,”  he  said. 

Preparing  to  leave  for  home. 
Elder  and  Mrs.  Lee  crossed  from 
Jordan  to  Israel  and  on  the  road, 
to  Tel  Aviv  noticed  the  “back 
breaking  work  for  the  return- 
ing Jews  to  make  the  desert  blos- 
som as  a rose.”
